Fiji Islands today, the goal of its 
second flight across the

of the Pacific to Australia. 
At 6:20 a. m., Honolulu 
time. 
8:50 a. m. Pacific Coast Stand­ 
ard time) 
Captain 
Charles 
Kingsford-Sm ith and his three 
companions wrere approx imately 
800 miles from the Suva, their 
proposed landing point, 
a mes­ 
sage pick ed up here said. 
The message was from James 
Warner, radio operator aboard 
the Southern Cross. It said wea­ 
ther conditions were becoming 
stormy again. 
"We estim ate we 
are 
about 
800 miles from Suva," the mes­ 
sage said. "We are running into 
bad weather again." 
The message was pick ed up by 
a station of the radio corpora­ 
tion of America. 
It indicated the plane 
had 
travelled more than 2.300 miles 
in a little more than 25 hours. 
The distance from 
Bark ing 
Sands, Island of Kauai, 
where 
the Southern Cross took off at 
5:20 a. in., yesterday, to Suva in 
the Fiji Islands is 3138 miles. ' 
At 6:50 a. m. the navy radio 
station here pick ed up a 
mes­ 
sage saying the Southern Cross 
was continuing the speed of ap ­ 
prox imately 100 miles an 
hour 
toward Suva. 
“Hello, Samoa," the 
message 
added. "Are you getting us 
al­ 
right? Everything ok ay.” 
At 7:02 a. m. another message 
said: 
-We are just hitting the gray 
dawn of early morning. 
The 
storm clouds 
are thick er now. 
Kingsford-Sm ith is maneuvering 
to climb above them . We 
are 
confident we can ride 
through 
the storm safely. It is rough rid­ 
ing though.” 
Twelve m inutes later the radio 
corporation of America 
here 
again pick ed up a radio to 
the 
navy radio station at Tutuila. 
"We have climbed to an alti­ 
tude of 8500 feet to get above the 
clouds." it said. "The clouds are 
everywhere under us now." 
After reaching an altitude of 
8500 feet and passing over what 
was believed to be the worst of 
the storm area, the 
Southern 
Cross began rapidly descending 
to the level it previously 
had 
held. 
"We are 
descending 
2,000 
feet," a message pick ed up by the 
radio corporation of America said 
at 7:30 a. m. 
Five m inutes later the plan re­ 
ported it was still maneuvering 
around to avoid clouds. 
“The clouds are look ing worse 
again," a message timed 
7:35 
said. "The Southern Cross is lik e 
an elevator going up and down. 
We are now dropping near the 
surface. We have already 
come 
down from 8,500 to 3,000 feet." 
A later message said the plane 
had reached an altitude of 800 
feet and that a stiff breeze was 
blowing.

THE POWER OF BOOKS 
There n ever was a tim e in the w orld’s h is­ 
tory w hen so m an y books were bein g published 
as today. Every week sees n ew an n oun cem en ts; 
booksellers’ shelves groan un der the w eight of 
the n ever-en din g flood. 
Probably 7 5 per cen t o£ the books th a t are 
bein g produced m ight just as well have stayed 
un w ritten . A trem en dous am oun t of utte r trash 
is bein g 
prin ted. 
Yet, 
for all th a t, the un ­ 
preceden ted spread of the 
“readin g h a b it” 
in 
this coun try is a highly sign ifican t fact. 
Books, bad on es as well as good on es, are 
often more 
im portan t an d powerful 
th a n th e 
casual reader dream s. Books have helped to pull 
down govern m en ts, to brin g on wars, to effect 
vast chan ges in social econ omics an d political 
in stitution s. 
A public th a t is eager for readin g 
m atter, as the Am erican public is today, is a 
public th a t is eager for n ew ideas. An d a public 
th a t is con stan tly lookin g for an d absorbin g n ew 
ideas is n ot goin g to rem ain static an d con ten t. 
In the old kin gdom of Fran ce, a t the tim e 
of the A m erican revolution , there was an abun d­ 
an ce of surface seren ity. 
Kin g Louis XVI was 
popular w ith th e people an d th e royal power a p­ 
paren tly was as secure as at an y tim e in its cen ­ 
turies of existen ce. C ourt circles n ever suspected 
th a t they were on the verge of an overturn . 
But throughout the 
peaceful years certain 
Fren chm en 
were 
w ritin g 
books, 
an d 
every 
Fren chm an who could lay han ds on them was 
readin g them . V oltaire an d Rousseau were scoff­ 
in g a t the preten tion s of royalty an d 
assertin g 
the right of the com m on m an to freedom an d a 
voice in his govern m en t. Slowly, but surely the 
ideas these men sen t forth took effect. 
Fran ce 
absorbed them , an d 
the seren ity of the thron e 
was silen tly but effectively un derm in ed. 
Thus, when a govern m en tal crisis arose a few 
years later the sort of crisis th a t had n ever b e ­ 
fore been an ythin g but a tem porary n uisan ce— 
th e coun try cracked open an d the Fren ch revo- 
tion swallowed up thron e, kin g an d court forever. 
Such is the power of books. 
A people th a t 
reads exten sively is n ot in dan ger of stagn ation 
or decay. 
The con stan t spread of n ew ideas is 
liberty's best safeguard. 
America today is pre-em in en tly a readin g 
n ation . 
The flood of books is ever in creasin g. 
T h at fact ought to be sufficien t an sw er to the 
pessim ists who see us slippin g in to forgetfuln ess 
of our heritage. 


Fren ch experts realize th a t there is a n eed 
today of privacy in order to preven t private com ­ 
m un ication s, pictures an d other messages from 
becom in g public property, an d w hen th is ac­ 
com plishm en t has been attain ed, radio an d the 
various uses of the air will have been m astered 
completely. 


O ther leaders in this lin e of expan sion are 
at work daily on m ean s by w hich a person can 
use the air privately, an d as won ders of th e last 
few years have com pletely chan ged our civiliza­ 
tion , it is n ot m akin g a wild prediction th a t soon 
the air will be thoroughly con quered an d privacy 
will be the result. 


NOT CONFINED TO THE U. S. 


The Un ited S tates m ay be n oted for its large 
n um ber of in stitution s an d the vast population 
w ithin those in stitution s, kn own as refo rm a­ 
tories an d prison s, yet other coun tries also are 
con fron ted w ith an equally in creasin g n um ber, 
w hich m ay have some soothin g effect over here. 


Our coun try has far too m an y crim in als, an d 
regardless of w hat reform ers m ay say as to crim e 
in other coun tries, the com m ission ers of G reat 
B ritain have filed th eir report for th a t coun try, 
in w hich it shows an in crease over th e previous 
report. 


This shows then , th a t the crim e wave is n ot 
con fin ed to the Un ited States, but exten ds across 
the ocean . 
More 
crim in als, lon ger 
sen ten ces, 
over-crowded reform atories an d full prison s were 
the m ain facts con tain ed in the report. 


The daily average population of the prison r 
an d reform atories durin g the year was 10,860, 
com pared w ith 10,509 durin g the previous year. 
The report rem arks, however, th a t th e in crease 
is largely due to sen ten ces of males.

4_cu.R)—The search for General 
Umberto Nobile and his crew of 
the polar dirigible Italia widen- 
ed today with arrival of new 
rescue parties in the northern 
regions where the Italia is be- 
lieved to have landed. 


Dog teams struclj out over the 


irozen, ice bound territory, guid- 
ed by expert guides, and will go 
inland in hopes of rescuing the 
Italian explorer and his 
aides 


who have been missing for 10 
days. They have hopes of finding 
the crew alive—possibly beating 
back through the trail-less land 
towards Kings Bay. 


The whaler Braganza, char- 


tered by the Ilatian government, 
and carrying 13 Italian chas- 
seurs, was proceeding north and 
advised the base here that she 
iiad passed Amsterdam Island 
shortly after midnight. 


A forlorn note was carried out 


today when the crew of the Cit- 
ta Di Milano, the relief 
vessel, 


dismantled the big hangar that 
had been open awaiting the re- 
turn of the dirigible Italia from 
its cruise to the North pole.

A farm price index the high- 


est in almost three years is re- 
ported by the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, United Sta- 
tes Department of Agriculture. 
This index on May 15 was 148 
per cent of the pre-war level, 
an advance of 8 points since Ap- 
ril 15. At 148, the bureau says, 
the index is 22 points above 
May a year ago and is the high- 
est point the in«ex has reached 
since August, 1925. It is the 
highest May figure since 1920. 


The advance during the per- 


iod April 15 to May 15 is ac- 
counted for-by increases to all 
groups except dairy products 
which showed a seasonal decline 
of 3 points. Grains advanced 16 
points, fruits and vegetables 2 
points, meat animals 9 points, 
poultry products 'V points, and 
cotton and cottonseed 12 points. 


The May 15 price of hogs was 


14 per cent higher than that on 
April 15, the abrupt rise being 
due primarily to the sharp de- 
cline in receipts at primary 
markets, following the heavy 
marketings in 
February and 


March, the recent revival in ex- 
port demand for pork and pork 
products has also been a factor 
influencing the farm price in- 
crease. 
The corn-hog ratio which has 


been declining since November, 
1927, 
advanced 0.2 points 
from 


April 15 to May 15. The farm 
price of corn advanced 13 per 
cent during the period under 
review, accounted for largely by 
the combined high feeding de- 
mand due to the short oats sup- 
plies and unusually small farm 
supplies of corn in the eastern 
corn belt States. 
, 


The farm price of wheat was 


11 per cent higher on May 15 
than on April 15, the bureau re- 
porting that the unfavorable 
winter has resulted in one of the 
heaviest abandonments of whi- 
ter wheat on record. The condi- 
tion of winter wheat was about 
10 per cent lower on May 1 than 
a year ago, indicating a produc- 
tion about 11.9 per cent less than 
in 1927. 


Potato prices on the farm de- 


ciined over 11 per cent during 
the month, hut this decline was 
not uniform for the country as a 
whole. Lateness of season 
and 


relatively light receipts of new 
potatoes from the South Atlan- 
tic apd South Central sections 
have tended to hold prices in 
these regions at last 
month's 


level. The movement of old po- 
tatoes continued brisk .during 
the last month, and in conse- 
quence prices in the North At- 
lantic, North Central and Wes- 
tern States havevdeclined from 
18 to 2"! per cent since April 15. 


The farm price of lambs rose 


2 per cent from April 15 to May 
15, while sheep prices were prac- 
tically unchanged. The develop- 
ment «f the earlv spring lamb 
crop has been retarded, due to 
unfavorable 
weather 
during 


March and April, and marketing 
has been delayed. 


The experimental work 
on 


which is based the widely known 
swine-sanitation system for con- 
trolling roundworms of pigs has 
just been made available to the 
public as United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Technical 
Bulletin 44-t, "The Bwine Sani- 
tation System as Developed by 
th Bureau of Animal Industry in 
McLean County, ill." The pub- 
lication describes the field inves- 
tigations, conditions affecting as- 
carid eggs under varying condi- 
tions, and results of original ex- 
perimental control work 
from 


1920 to 1925, inclusive. 


The summary discusses results 


on farms where the swine-sani- 
tation system was closely fol- 
lowed and also where cooperat- 
ors did not adhere closely to all 
details of this method for pre- 
venting parasitism. The publica- 
tion shows that the system as 
developed by the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry hi McLean Coun- 
tj, 111., is from about 94 to 99 per

THE POWER OF BOOKS 


There never was a time in the world's his- 


tory when so many books were being published 
as today. Every week sees new announcements; 
booksellers' shelves groan under the weight of 
the never-ending flood. 


Probably 75 per cent of. the books that are 


being produced might just as well have stayed 
unwritten. A tremendous amount of utter trash 
is being printed. Yet, for all that, the un- 
precedented spread of the "reading habit" in 
this country is a highly significant fact. 


Books, bad ones as well as good ones, arc 


often more important and powerful than the 
casual reader dreams. Books have helped to pull 
down governments, to bring on wars, to effect 
vast changes in social economics and political 
institutions. 
A public that is eager for reading 


matter, as the American public is today, is a 
public that is eager for new ideas. And a public 
that is constantly looking for and absorbing new 
ideas is not going to remain static and content. 


In the old kingdom of France, at the time 


of the American revolution, there was an abund- 
ance of surface serenity. King Louis XVI was 


• popular with the people and the royal power ap- 
parently was as secure as at any time in its cen- 
turies of existence. ' Court circles never suspected 
that they were on the verge of an overturn. 


But throughout the peaceful years certain 


. Frenchmen were writing books, and 
every 


Frenchman who could lay hands on them was 
' reading them. Voltaire and Rousseau were scoff- 
ing at the pretentious of royalty and asserting 
the right of the common man to freedom and a 
voice in his government. Slowly, but surely the 
ideas these men sent forth took effect. France 
absorbed them, and the serenity of the throne 
was silently but effectively undermined. 


Thus, when a governmental crisis arose a few 


years later the sort of crisis that had never be - 
fore been anything but a temporary nuisance— 
the country cracked open and the French revo- 
.tion swallowed up throne, king and court forever. 


Such is the power of books. A people that 


" reads extensively is not in danger of stagnation 
ordecay:The" constant spread of new ideas is 
liberty's best safeguard. 


America today is pre-eminently a reading 


nation. 
The flood of books is ever increasing. 


That fact ought to be sufficient answer to the 
pessimists who sec us slipping into forgetfulncss 
of our heritage. 


French experts realize that there is a need 


today of privacy in order to prevent private com- 
munications, pictures and other messages from 
becoming public property, and when this ac- 
complishment has been attained, radio and the 
various uses of the air will have been ma'stered 
completely. 


Other leaders in this line of expansion are 


at work daily on means by which a person can 
use the air privately, and as wonders of the last 
few years have completely changed our civiliza- 
tion, it is not making a wild prediction that soon 
the air will be thoroughly conquered and privacy 
will be the result. 


NOT CONFINED TO THE U. S. 


The United States may be noted for its large 


number of institutions and the vast population 
within those institutions, known as reforma- 
tories and prisons, yet other countries also are 
confronted with an equally increasing number 
which may have some soothing effect over here 


Our country has far too many criminals, and 


regardless of what reformers may say as to crime 
in other countries, the commissioners of Great 
Britain have filed their report for that country 
in which it shows an increase over the previous 
report. 


This shows then, that the crime wave is not 


confined to the United States, but extends across 
the ocean. More criminals, longer sentences 
over-crowded reformatories and full prisons were 
the main facts contained in the report. 


.The daily average population of the prisons 


and reformatories during the year was 10,800, 
compared with 10,509 during the previous year. 
The report remarks, however, that the increase 
is largely due to sentences of males. The daily 
average of men detained was 9,972, compared 
with a total daily average of 888 women,
